Chief Has no Objection 
To Warren Running If 
Eisenhower Steps Aside 


WASHINGTON m — President 
Eisenhower said today he thinks 
he should have enough informa­ 
tion by March 1 to decide whether 
to seek reelection. 
With a smile and some times a 
hearty chuckle, the President par­ 
ried all questions seeking to find 
out what he thinks 
his decision 
may be. 
He did say he probably will give 
his answer to the big question at 
a new's conference. 
Eisenhower 
said 
his 
physical 
condition seems to him to vary a 
good deal—sometimes he feels tir­ 
ed, and on other occasions he feels 
fine. 
But this might be due to nothing 
more than advancing age, he com­ 
mented, and he might be feeling 
the same way if he never had bad 
a heart attack. 


ALSO IN THE 
political 
field, 
Eisenhower said he would have 
no objection to Chief Justice Earl 
Warren’s running for President on 
the Republican ticket if he (Eisen­ 
hower) decides 
against 
running 
again. 
Eisenhower’s remarks today re­ 
garding Warren were in response 
to a request that he clarify what 
he said in response to questions 
tw'o weeks ago about Warren. He 
said at that time he felt politics 
and the Supreme Court should not 
get mixed up together. 
Warren said last year that un­ 
der no circumstances 
would 
he 
leave the court to seek any politi­ 
cal office. There has been talk 
among some 
Republicans, 
how­ 
ever, of drafting the chief justice 
as a presidential nominee if Eis­ 
enhower does not run again. 
Asked if his youngest brother, 
Dr. Milton S. Eisenhower, has any 
ambition to run for President, Ei­ 
senhower smiled broadly, and said 
that's something he has no infor­ 
mation about. 
The news conference dealt with 
these other matters: 
Guided missiles — The United 
States has given priority to the 
production of guided missiles. Ei­ 
senhower said that in certain fields 
of missile production the United 
States is ahead of Russia, while 
in other fields the Soviet Union 
probably 
has 
outdistanced 
this 
country. 
But he said that from the stand­ 
point of the over-all picture, the 
United Sates is doing all it possi­ 
bly can to maintain a strong pos­ 
ture in the missile field. 
Arab - I s r a e l — Eisenhower 
pledged that he will continue to 
do everything he can to prevent 
hostilities between Israel and the 
Arab states. He made that com­ 
ment in reference to talks now get­ 
ting under way among representa­ 
tives of this country, Britain and 
France on the tense situation in 
the Middle East. 
Gas bill—Asked whether he in­ 
tends to sign or veto the natural 
gas bill sent to him by Congress 
two days ago, Elsenhower replied 
that he always has felt that the 
federal government should not in­ 
terfere with the states any more 
than is absolutely necessary. The 
bill would exempt producers of 
natural gas from federal price 
regulation at the well. 
Campaign contributions — The 
President was asked for his views 
about large political campaign con­ 
tributions. He said what might be 
a large contribution for one 'per­ 
son might be a small one for an­ 
other. So. he added, there is some 
difficulty in defining what is a 
large contribution. 
But he said when it comes to 
contributions by corporations, for 
example, that is a field which 
should be studied and watched to 
see whether the contributors are 
disinterested or trying to get some­ 
thing. 
There have been some proposals 
in Congress to lift the present ban 
on contributions by corporations. 
Racial — A newsman asked Ei­ 
senhower whether he felt there 
had been any violation of federal 
law in the riots which have re­ 
sulted in exclusion of a Negro, 
Autherine Lucy, from the Univer­ 
sity of Alabama. The reporter also 
wanted to know w'hether Eisen­ 
hower was asking the Just’ce De­ 
partment to look into the matter. 
The President replied that a Jus­ 
tice Department study always is 
automatic in such cases. He said 
all of us deplore that has hap­ 
pened in Alabama but that appar­ 
ently the university and others 
concerned in the matter have not 
yet had sufficient opportunity to 
w'ork out a settlement.

In some cases, the 
rash covers the entire body, even 
the scalp and the inside of the 
mouth. In others, the s p o t s 
escape notice.
